To  the  Inhabitants  of  the  Town  of  Fremont  in  the 
County  of  Rockingham  in  said  State,  qualified  to  vote 
in  Town  Affairs: 

You  are  hereby  notified  to  meet  at  the  Town  Hall  in 
said  Fremont  on  Tuesday,  the  tenth  day  of  March,  next 
at  ten  of  the  clock  in  the  forenoon,  to  act  upon  the 
following  subjects: 

1.  To  choose  all  necessary  Town  Officers  for  the  year 
ensuing. 

2.  To  raise  such  sums  of  money  as  may  be  necessary 
to  defray  town  charges  for  the  ensuing  year  and  make 
appropriations  of  the  same. 

3.  To  hear  the  report  of  the  Budget  Committee  and 
to  take  such, action  as  the  Town  deems  necessary. 

4.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  permit  the  sale  of  a 
1934  Chevrolet  chassis  that  was  formerly  a  Town  water 
truck. 

5.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and 
appropriate  the  sum  of  $250.00  to  paint  the  outside 
windows  of  the  Town  Hall. 

6.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and 
appropriate  the  sum  of  $980.00  for  painting  the  interior 
(lower  level)  of  the  Town  Hall  and  to  refinish  all  the 
main  floors  in  the  Town  Hall. 

7.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the 
Selectmen  to  sell  by  sealed  bid  or  public  auction 
property  acquired  by  Tax  Collector's  Deed. 

8.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  un table  and 
establish  a  Capital  Reserve  Fund  for  the  Town  Dump  in 
order  to  comply  with  the  Revised  Statutes  Annotated 
by  July  1,  1975,  and  to  raise  and  appropriate  tiie  sum  of 
$2,000.00  for  same,  AND  FURTHER,  to  amend  the 
sum  to  a  total  of  $4,000.00.

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SELECTMEN'S  LETTER 


Dear  Property  Owners  and  Residents: 


Have  you  ever  met  anyone  who  is  willing  to  cheerfully  pay  his 
taxes? 

We  psychologically  resent  the  implications  that  are  conveyed 
by  the  word  "tax",  therefore  we  could  all  agree  that  the 
sippearance  of  a  tax  assessor  on  our  property  breeds 
immediate  resentment. 

Mjdch  as  we  dislike  tlie  requirements  that  we  pay  our 
fair  and  proportionate  share  of  the  tax  burden,  we 
cannot  move  anywhere  in  the  United  States  to  escape 
this  obligation. 

So  it  was,  during  the  year  1969  when  two  of  your 
selectmen  were  faced  with  the  problem  of  reassessing 
the  property  in  Fremont  so  that  all  property  owners 
would  be  equally  and  proportionately  taxed.  We 
certainly  were  not  the  most  popular  men  in  Town  and  it 
would  also  be  fair  to  say  that  we  were  quite  unpopular. 
This  fact  was  evident  even  thou^  we  performed  all  this 
work  at  no  financial  expoise  to  the  Town.  To  say  the 
least,  our  task  was  not  a  pleasant  one. 

Because  we  felt  a  keen  sense  of  responsibility  for  the 
financial  state  of  our  Town,  we  found  it  necessary  to 
revaluate  all  the  property  located  in  Fremont.  We  were 
able  to  perform  our  tasks  with  the  ii^partiality  that 
would  result  in  a  fair  and  equitable  treatment  of  ALL 
property  owners. 

In  spite  of  the  fact  that  this  work  was  accomplished 
at  no  financial  cost  to  the  Town,  we  were  subjected  to 
abuse  and  severe  criticism,  both  during  the  valuation 
and  after  the  tax  bills  were  mailed.  Admittedly,  the 
criticisms  and  abuse  were  dealt  to  us  by  a  very  small 
group  in  the  Town.  They  were  diametrically  opposed  to 
everything  we  tried  to  do  and  exerted  every  effort  to 
discredit  our  work  and  destroy  our  image  in  the  eyes 
and  minds  of  the  townspeople. 
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It  is  fortunate  that  this  faction  is  composed  of  a  very 
small  minority  group  because  their  actions  did  not 
influence  any  town  support  nor  did  it  succeed  in 
discouraging  us  from  achieving  our  purpose. 

Our  only  goal  in  the  task  of  properly  reassessing  the 
Town,  was  to  effect  a  fair,  equitable  and  a 
proportionate  share  of  the  taxes  to  every  property 
owner  involved  and  we  feel  confident  that  this  was 
accomplished. 

If  we  are  ever  to  experience  an  acceptable  tax  level  in 
the  Town  of  Fremont,  we  must  face  the  fact  that  the 
rising  costs  of  educating  the  children  and  the  costs  of 
operating  a  Town,  become  the  compelling  forces  that 
encourage  growth  and  commercial  progress  in  our 
Town. 

The  following  comparison  is  submitted  for  your 
edification : 

In  1962,  the  total  amount  raised  by  taxes  was 
$71,662.08.  In  1968,  the  total  amount  required  to  be 
raised  by  taxes  was  $137,072.78.  It  is  readily  obvious 
that  the  cost  to  operate  tiie  Town  of  Fremont  has  risen 
very  sharply  and  h  ir,  just  about  doubled  in  a  mere  six 
years.  Has  the  Town  grown  to  double  its  size  during  this 
period?  Have  there  been  any  new  commercial 
enterprises  opened  in  Town  during  this  period?  The 
answer  must  be  "no"  because  we  are  aware  that  the  cost 
of  educating  our  youngsters  has  been  skyrocketing  while 
the  comparable  revenue  growth  has  been  lacking. 

The  cost  of  Education  in  our  Town,  which  had  to  be 
raised  by  taxes,  has  risen  firom  $56,050  in  1962  to 
$115,000  for  the  year  1968  and  $124,000  in  1969. 

We  are  not  alone  in  this  dilemma;  these  conditions  are 
typical  of  the  problems  of  most  small  towns. 

A  further  appraisal  of  what  the  rising  costs  are  doing 
to  us  is  explained  in  the  following  example: 
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If  the  citizens  of  Fremont  vote  to  raise 
$30,000  more  in  one  year  than  we  did  in 
the  previous  year,  we  must  have  an 
additional  $915,000  worth  of  newly 
taxable  property  to  prevent  any  new 
burden  on  the  present  property  owners  or 
face  an  increase  of  $5.00  per  thousand  on 
the  tax  rate. 

When  you  consider  that  the  increased  financial  tax 
burden  for  education  between  1962  and  1969  was  over 
$64,000,  and  the  increased  cost  to  operate  the  Town 
during  this  same  period  was  over  $11,000,  it  would 
follow  that  the  Town  would  be  free  of  any  added 
burden  if  we  could  boast  of  more  than  $2,013,000 
worth  of  browth  during  this  period.  Since  we  didn't 
have  even  one-fifth  of  this  growth  or  progress,  it  can  be 
easily  understood  why  the  property  owners  of  Fremont 
have  been  required  to  pay  for  the  added  expenses. 

The  above  facts  clearly  demonstrate  either  a  need  for 
Business  progress  in  the  Town  of  Fremont  or  a  need  for 
the  State  of  New  Hampshire  or  the  Federal  Government 
to  take  a  more  active  interest  in  the  growing  financial 
burden  that  is  stifling  most  small  towns  within  the 
State.

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REPORT  OF  THE  AUDITOR 

I  have  examined  the  accounts  of  the  following  Town 
Officers:  Town  Clerk,  Tax  Collector,  Treasurer, 
Selectmen  and  Trustee  of  Trust  Funds  of  the  Town  of 
Fremont,  New  Hampshire  for  the  Calendar  year  ending 
December  31,  1969. 

The  following  comments  are  considered  necessary  for 
reasons  which  are  self-evident  with  respect  to  certain 
transactions  during  the  year: 

1.  Payments  were  made  to  the  Tax  Collector  by  the 
Selectmen  out  of  Town  Funds  for  "Tax  consulting 
services".  As  these  Town  Officers  are  paid  a  salary  for 
their  services  it  would  appear  that  a  duplication  of 
salaries  has  been  paid  out.  No  reference  to  such  added 
expense  appears  in  the  Budget. 

2.  Cash  received  included  the  sum  of  $1,000.  covering 
the  sale  of  land  and  building  to  H.  J.  Doucette,  a 
selectman.  This  same  property  is  assessed  in  the  tax 
warrant  for  $8,560.  Furthermore  an  offer  of  $1,500. 
was  made  for  this  same  property  by  a  local  realtor. 

3.  Cash  received  included  the  sum  of  $75.00 
described  as  "Land  Sale"  to  a  minor,  Christopher 
Balestra,  son  of  another  selectman.  This  property  is 
carried  at  a  value  of  $1,200  in  the  Town  Report  and 
represents  two  building  lots  of  one  acre  each. 

Both  of  these  sales  do  not  appear  to  be  in  the  Town's 
best  interest. 

4.  In  1968  the  salary  of  the  Tax  Collector  was  listed 
as  $550.00.  For  1969  we  are  iuformed  that  the 
Collector's  salary  was  raised  to  $700.00.  However  the 
actual  payment  was  $824.50.  No  explanation  for  this 
payment  was  given  to  the  Auditor  nor  do  the  records 
show  the  reason  for  the  higher  payment. 
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5.  The  Trust  Fund  securities  include  rertain  Mutual 
Funds  which  during  the  year  paid  Capital  Gains  through 
the  issuance  of  additional  snares.  The  record*;  bear  a 
notation  to  show  receipt  of  these  additional  shares  but 
no  values  are  shown.  It  is  suggested  that  the  Trust  Fund 
records  show  the  value  of  these  additions,  which  are 
added  to  Principal,  as  of  the  date  of  distribution.  At 
year  end  the  market  value  of  these  investments  should 
also  be  shown  in  the  records  and  in  the  Town  Report  as 
well. 

Subject  to  the  foregoing  comments,  all  accounts  were 
found  complete  except  that  a  few  supporting  vouchers 
were  missing  early  in   the  year  as  a  result  of  sending 

them  out  to  be  receipted  and  vendors  failing  to  return 
them.  This  practice  is  no  longer  being  followed.

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SELECTMEN'S  REBUTTAL  TO  AUDITOR'S  REPORT 

It  is  unfortunate  that  it  becomes  necessary  to  defend 
ourselves  against  the  improper  and  slanderous  remarks 
in  the  Town  Auditors'  Report  submitted  by  Mr.  Herman 
Ostendorf. 

Since  the  Town  Auditor  did  not  choose  to  confine  his 
report  to  the  areas  incidental  to  the  duties  of  an 
Auditor,  and  since  he  chose  to  make  personal 
observations  and  comments  in  his  report,  it  becomes 
incumbent  upon  us  to  refute  his  statements.  Mr. 
Ostendorf  resorted  to  rumor  rather  than  seek  the  true 
facts.  This  is  evidenced  in  the  fact  that  his  report 
contains  untruths  and  mis-statements. 

It  is  an  admissable  fact  that  he  couldn't  find  any 
errors  in  our  books  or  accounts,  so  he  chose  to  resort  to 
this  undignified  attitude  in  a  further  attempt  to 
discredit  the  Selectmen. 

Ostendorf  mentioned  in  his  third  Paragraph 
(numbered  2  in  his  report)  that  the  Selectmen  paid  the 
Tax  Collector  (Mr.  Pettengill)  for  "Tax  Consulting" 
purposes. 

Because  the  former  Selectmen  were  reluctant  to  assist 
us  in  establishing  our  familiarity  with  the  operation  of 
Town  Business,  we  had  no  other  choice  but  to  employ 
Mr.  Pettengill  on  a  temporary  basis  and  we  paid  him  out 
of  the  Selectmen's  Salary  that  was  appropriated  for 
Bookkeeper  duties.  You  may  be  assured  that  Mr. 
Pettengill  earned  and  deserved  more  than  we  paid  him. 
A  further  check  of  past  Town  Reports  will  reflect  that 
the  former  Selectmen  had  used  Mr,  Pettengill 's 
assistance  throughout  the  year. 

In  paragraph  four  (numbered  2  in  Ostendorf's 
Report)  he  refers  to  "the  sale  of  land  and  buildings  to 
Mr.  H.  Doucette". 
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This  property  was  sold  to  Mr.  Robbins  at  "Open 
Public  Auction",  but  since  Mr.  Robbins  could  not  clear 
the  "title",  he  asked  for  the  return  of  his  $500.00 
deposit  because  there  was  $6900.00  worth  of 
"Attachments"  on  this  property.  After  many 
discussions  with  Mr.  Robbins,  it  was  voted  that  Mr. 
Robbins  would  receive  his  deposit  but  that,  in  the 
future,  he  would  not  be  permitted  to  purchase  or  bid  on 
any  Town  property  even  if  we  were  to  sell  at  a  lower 
price  than  Mr.  Robbins  offers. 

Since  Mr.  Robbins  had  now  placed  a  stigma  on  this 
property,  we  felt  that  we  should  sell  the  property  for 
the  price  that  was  owed  to  the  Town  which  was 
$917.00  plus  costs  which  totaled  less  than  the  $1000.00 
that  Mr.  Doucette  paid.  Mr.  Doucette  knew  that  he 
could  not  cle£ir  the  Title  to  this  property  and  also  that 
there  was  $6900.00  worth  of  attachments  attendant  to 
his  problem. 

Paragraph  five  (numbered  3  in  Ostendorf's  report) 
states  the  "the  sum  of  $75.00  described  as  "Land  Sale" 
to  a  minor,  Christopher  Balestra,  was  a  cash  receipt".  He 
said  that  this  property  carried  a  $1200.00  value  in  the 
Town  Report  and  that  it  contained  two  building  lots  of 
one  acre  each. 

The  true  facts  are  that  this  property  is  not  two  house 
lots  because  it  has  never  been  divided  and  it  contains 
only  one  acre  of  land.  The  Town  of  Fremont  was  owed 
only  $37.50  for  back  taxes  on  this  property. 

Additionally,  there  was  no  sale  to  Christopher 
Balestra... there  was  an  "option-to-buy"  given  to  Louis  J. 
Balestra,  Jr.  (age  25)  and  the  $75.00  was  a  deposit  on 
this  option.  After  viewing  the  property  Louis  J. 
Balestra,  Jr.  did  not  pick  up  the  option  because  there 
was  a  trailer  next  door,  so  his  deposit  was  refunded. 

Further,  it  is  inconceivable  that  this  property  should 
be  listed  at  a  value  of  $1200.00  while  in  the  same  Town 
Report,  there  were  Ten  (10)  acres  across  the  street  that 
were  also  listed  at  a  value  of  $1200.00. 
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Paragraph  six  (numbered  four  in  Ostendorf 's  Report) 
states  that  the  Tax  Collector  received  a  raise  in  salary. 
This  was  done  at  a  Selectmen's  meeting  by  Resolution 
to  raise  his  salary  to  $825.00  a  year.  This  increase  was 
also  made  available  out  of  the  Selectmen's  salary  for 
Bookkeeper  appropriations.  There  is  no  requirement 
that  we  must  supply  a  reason  to  Ostendorf  for  an 
increase  in  Mr.  Pettengill's  salary.  He  is  supposed  to 
confine  his  actions  to  the  valid  balance  of  our  accounts. 
Ostendorf  *s  attitude  in  this  matter  is  peculiar  in  that  he 
made  no  mention  of  the  Town  Clerk's  salary  being 
established  at  $925.00  and  she  received  over  $1,000.00. 

We  are  not  ashamed  of  anythii^  we  have  done.  All  of 
our  actions  have  resulted  in  benefit  and  profit  for  the 
Town  of  Fremont. 

In  conclusion,  we  must  bring  to  your  attention  that 
Ostendorf  is  being  personally  vindictive  toward  the 
Selectmen  because  he  didnt  like  the  tax  assessment  on 
his  property.  He  is  being  a  sore-head  because  he  is  being 
made  to  pay  somewhere  near  the  real  estate  taxes  that 
he  should  have  been  pasing  right  along. 

It  is  hoped  that  in  the  future,  Ostendorf  will  confine 
his  remarks  and  reports  to  the  duties  and  scope  of  an

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REPORT  OF  THE  FOREST  FIRE  WARDEN 
AND  DISTRICT  CHIEF 

Less  fortunate  than  our  northern  towns,  we  had  too 
many  fires.  Carelessness  in  burning  trash  and  discarding 
smoking  material  and  children  playing  with  fire  caused 
most  of  the  fires.  Your  Forest  Fire  Warden's  job  would 
be  easier  if  everyone  understood  the  State  laws  that 
govern  the  kindling  of  outdoor  fires,  A  synopsis  of  these 
laws  follow: 

Fire  Permit 

A  fire  permit  is  needed  for  all  outdoor  fires  in  or  near 
woodland  anytime  the  ground  is  not  covered  with  snow. 
This  includes  household  waste  burning,  even  if  in  an 
incinerator,  grass  burning,  garden  trash  as  well  as  brush 
burning.  Such  burning  is  restricted  by  regulation  to  be 
prior  to  9:00  a.m.  and  after  5:00  p.m. 

Exceptions 

Commercial  or  industrial  burning  is  allowed  anytime 
under  normal  conditions  with  permission  of  the  District 
Chief  and  a  permit  from  the  Fire  Warden. 

Camp  or  cooking  fires  are  allowed  on  your  own 
property  with  permission  of  the  Fire  Warden.  On 
another's  property  with  written  permission  of  the 
landowner  and  permission  of  the  Fire  Warden.  The 
Warden  can  forbid  such  fires  if  in  a  hazardous  area. 
Permits  for  cooking  fires  in  the  White  Mountain 
National  Forest  can  be  obtained  from  the  Laconia 
Office  or  at  the  Ranger  Stations.  Permits  are  not 
required  in  public  camp  or  picnic  grounds  where 
fireplaces  have  been  built  for  this  purpose. 

Penalties 

1.  For  kindling  a  fire  without  a  permit.  Maximum  of 
$200.00  fine;  or  imprisonment  for  not  more  than  60 
days. 

2.  For  kindling  a  fire  by  any  means  willfully  or 
recklessly  that  shall  endanger  woodlands  the  maximum 
fine  is  $500.00  or  one  year's  imprisonment. 

3.  For  failure  to  totally  extinguish  a  camp  or  cooking 
fire  before  leaving  it  the  same  penalties  as  in  (1)  above. 
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4.     For    dropping   inflammable   material   in    or   near 
woodland,  maximum  fine  is  $25.00. 

Fire  prevention  is  a  personal  matter  and  a  good  habit. 
Keep  our  town  free  from  smokes  in  1970.

It  has 
been  a  great  help  in  removing  the  snow  at  the  Fire 
Station  and  at  the  Well  House. 

I  would  like  to  thank  the  people  of  Fremont  for  all 
the  help  they  have  given  to  keep  the  fires  down  by  being 
careful  and  neat. 

The  Carnival  we  had  in  1969  was  not  as  good  as  we 
had  in  1968.  We  took  in  more  money  but  the  expenses 
were  more  than  1968  so  it  leaves  less  to  work  with. 

I  don't  think  we  were  used  just  right  on  some  of  the 
rides  we  had  at  the  Carnival. 

A  lot  of  the  members  of  the  Association  don't  think 
they  want  to  bother  with  another  Carnival. 

We  have  enough  members  who  belong  but  they  don't 
turn  out  and  help  to  have  a  good  Carnival. 

I  understand  that  some  of  the  members  last  year  who 
did  not  help  just  stood  back  and  laughed  at  the  ones 
who  were  trying  to  have  a  Carnival.

SUPERINTENDENT'S  REPORT 

TO  THE  QTIZENS  OF  FREMONT: 

The  two  major  educational  problems  in  Fremont— to 
tuition  or  not  to  tuition  the  7th  and  8th  grade  pupils  to 
Sanborn  Regional,  and  the  ever-increasing  cost  of 
education,  in  general— seem  not  to  have  changed  this 
past  year. 

In  an  attempt  to  answer  more  adequately  the  tuition 
issue,  a  joint  educational  needs  committee  is  continuing 
its  in-depth  study  of  the  problem.  Since  the  present 
tuition  contract  with  Sanborn  Regional  for  the  junior 
high  school  pupils  does  not  expire  until  June  of  1972, 
this  committee  will  not  make  its  final  report  until  March 
of  that  year.  However,  another  progress  report  may  be 
forthcoming  as  early  as  March  of  this  year. 

The  citizens  of  Fremont  should  be  pleased  to  learn  that 
the  1970-71  school  budget  has  been  kept  low  enou^  so 
that  the  amount  to  be  raised  by  local  taxation  will  be 
less  in  1970-71  then  it  was  in  1969-70.  This  has  been 
made  possible  by  drafting,  once  again,  a  very  "ti^t" 
budget  and  by  an  increase  in  the  amount  of  State 
Foundation  Aid.  Ihifortunately,  this  reprieve  may  be  of 
one  year's  furation,  only. 

A  major  change  was  initiated  in  Supervisory  Union  No. 
14  last  September  regarding  first  grade  enroUemnt.  This 
change  affects  those  children  whose  birthdays  fall 
between  September  30th  and  December  31st  as 
explained  by  Assistant  Superintendent  Frank  S.  Games 
in  the  following: 

"The  pre-school  testing  rpogram  initiated  to 
screen  the  potential  readiness  of  the  pupils  for 
grade  one  has  proven  valuable  to  all  of  our 
districts.  The  principal  and  the  first  grade 
teacher  were  given  the  authority  to  accept  or 
reject  pupils  based  on  the  readiness  test  Nect 
year  it  is  recommended  that  all  potential  first 
grade  pupils  be  tested  in  May  and  if  the 
results  indicate  the  pupil  is  a  borderline  case, 
another  test  be  administered  in  August. " 
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Mr.  Games  further  states  that  "Summer  schools  in 
remedial  reading  and  basic  math  are  scheduled  for 
Epping,  Brentwood,  and  Fremont.  Because  of  the 
limited  funds,  Brentwood  and  Fremont  will  hold  a  joint 
program  to  be  conducted  at  the  Ellis  School  in 
Fremont." 

Due  to  the  increase  in  enrollment  and  the  lack  of 
adequate  space,  the  Sanborn  Regional  School  Board  has 
decided  to  set  up  a  double  session  program  next  year  for 
grades  6-12.  Although  not  established  in  detail  as  yet, 
the  daily  time  schedule  will  approximate  the  following. 
The  hi^  school  pupils  (Grades  9-12)  will  attend  the 
morning  session  which  will  begin  at  approximately  7:00 
a.m.  and  end  at  approximately  12:20  p.m.  while  the 
junior  high  school  pupils  wiU  attend  the  afternoon 
session  beginning  at  approximately  12:15  p.m.  and  end 
at  approximately  5:30  p.m.  Needless  to  say,  this 
temporary  arrangement  will  create  some  major  problems 
for  all  concerned.
